ORDER

On April 23, 1999, Northern Kentucky Water Service District (“Northern District”)
submitted an application for a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to construct
a $5,18f,800 waterworks improvement project, for approval of its plan of financing for this
project, and for adjustments to its water service rates. This project will provide new service
to 345 additional customers. Project funding is a $2,287,000 bond issue to be purchased
pursuant to an agreement with the U. S. Department of Agriculture's Rural Development
(“RD"), a $1,828,000 private bond issue, a $886,800 Community Development Block Grant
(“CDBG”) grant, a $100,000 contribution from the Kenton County Fiscal Court, a $10,000
contribution from a local fund raising, and a $76,000 contribution from the Applicant.

Northern District's application was made pursuant to KRS 278.023, which requires

the Commission to accept agreements between water utilities and the U. S. Department




of Agriculture or the U. S. Department of Housing and Urban Development and to issue
the necessary orders to implement-the terms of such agreements within 30 days of
satisfactory completion of the minimum filing requirements. Given that minimum filing
requirements were met in this case on April 23, 1999, KRS 278.023 does not grant the
Commission any discretionary authority to modify or reject any portion of this agreement.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Northern District is hereby granted a Certificate of Public Convenience and
Necessity for the proposed construction project.

2. Northern District's proposed plan of financing with RD is accepted.

3. Northern District is authorized to issue bonds not to exceed $4,115,000.

4, Northern District shall file a copy of the “as-built” drawings and a certified
statement that the construction has been satisfactorily completed in accordance with the
contract plans and specifications within 60 days of the substantial completion of the
construction certificated herein.

5. The rates set out in Appendix A, which is attached hereto and incorporated
herein, are the rates approved for service rendered on and after the date of this Order.

6. Northern District shall submit its revised tariff setting out the rates in
Appendix A within 30 days of the date of this Order.

7. Three years from the effective date of this Order Northern District shall file

an income statement, along with any pro forma adjustments, in sufficient detail to




h .

demonstrate that the rates approved herein are sufficient to meet its operating expenses
and annual debt service requirements.

Nothing contained herein shall be deemed a warranty of the Commonwealth of |
Kentucky, or any agency thereof, of the financing herein accepted.

7. (continued) Briefly discuss level of contamination of water supply (Include type of
contamination, etc.) for tests indicated above:

Random water tests were conducted on project area cisterns in July 1996 and July & August
1997, on behalf of the Northern Kentucky Water Service District. The total coliform
membrane filtration tests revealed that 65 of the 86 tests (or 75.6%) were positive for total
coliform which is an indicator that conditions are acceptable for pathogenic organisms to be
present. Pathogenic organisms are “disease causing” which are capable of causing
hepatitis, dysentery, diarrhea, and internal parasites. Of the 86 tests, 74 were tested for
e.Coli and 31 or 42.9% of the 74 tested positive, indicating infiltration of fecal matter into
these cisterns. Only 6 of the total 86 tests taken were determined to be “drinkable” water.
The samples were collected randomly by staff of Will Linder and Associates and the Northern
Kentucky Water Service District and tested at the lab of the Northern Kentucky Water
Service District. The Northern Kentucky Water Service District is one of two State certified
labs in the area; they maintain a State Bacteriological Analysis Certification (#00003).

Household surveys revealed that 42 of 348 (12%) of the households surveyed reported-
stomach problems over the past fourteen months, which could be directly linked to the same
type of bacteria found in the cisterns. This number may be low as the majority of households
drink bottled water.

8. Briefly discuss level of contamination in regard to sewage problems by area (include source,
type of problem, test results or studies conducted, etc.) fer tests shown above:

According to conversations with the Northern Kentucky District Health Department (NKDHD),
groundwater wells are not used by most households for fear of contamination from poorly
operating/failing septic tanks. This is confirmed with only 4 households with wells reported
by the surveys conducted on 348 households. However, improperly sealed, improperly
maintained cisterns, and cisterns that have cracks can allow contaminated groundwater to
flow into the cisterns as evidenced by the 31 positive e.Coli tests of the total 86 water
samples (36%) taken in the past 14 months. The Northern Ky. District Health Dept. has
stated a standard 50% contamination in cistern tests in their service area. There are no
public sewers in this area and families must rely on septic systems; the only way to ensure
safe, clean drinking water is to install public water lines or continue to utilize bottled water.

10. Briefly summarize other needs in the space provided. Additional pages are not allowed.

Description of Need:

The residents in the proposed area rely on cisterns for their water supply. The residents’ cisterns
are most often tied into the home guttering, but must also be filled by water hauled during dry
weather or if the roof surface does not provide enough water to meet their demand. As evidenced
by the household surveys where 96% of the households reported using cisterns, 3% used other
sources such as bottled water, and only 1% used wells, groundwater is not normally used due to the
probability of contamination from septic systems. The area soil is in the Eden and Cynthiana soil
associations, both of which have septic tank absorption fields classified as “severe” with little or no
percolation; it allows it to perc, but does not allow the liquid to leach well. Groundwater in the area
also has poor quality due to the high sulfur content, and there is insufficient quantity to meet

household needs.

Water sampling on cisterns in Kenton County has been for coliform bacteria only. The results of
sampling evidenced by the Northern Kentucky District Health Department during the past several
years has yielded a standard of 50% contamination indicating the presence of coliform bacteria.

In the 86 water samples taken by staff of Will Linder and Associates and the Northern Kentucky
Water Service District over the past 14 months, 75.6% (65 of 86) showed contamination with 36%
(31 of 86) tested positive for e.Coli bacteria. The tests were done by the Northern Kentucky Water
Service District water lab, one of two State certified labs in the Northern Kentucky area; the other
is Cardinal Lab. The tests were total coliform membrane filtration tests; an indicator. test that
conditions are right for pathogenic organisms to be present. Pathogenic organisms are disease
causing organisms. With the testing done on the cistern water in the project area, the quality of the
water in the cisterns is certainly doubtful. The e.Coli bacteria show evidence of contamination by

sewage.

Another concern for these families is the quantity; having enough water to drink, cook, bathe, do
laundry, and flushing toilets. Through discussions with the Northern Kentucky Water Service District,
there are only 2 major haulers in the area (hauling 750,000 to 100,000 per day) with 3 others on-a
small scale; only 2 making “emergency” deliveries on the weekends. The cost of a load of water
averages $40 each load and contains an average of 2 000 gallons. Most families required an
average of two loads each month per information from the haulers. In these instances, water bills
are $80 per month for water which, after a short time perlod can test positive for coliform bacteria
as evidenced by the water samples listed above.

Inadequate fire protection in the area results in an increased cost for homeowners insurance. The
insurance premium for a $50,000 brick home in the project area would be $367/year; with adequate
water service and installation of fire hydrants, the fire department class would upgrade and the
insurance premium would decrease to approximately $189 (50% reduction). This project would
provide a much needed reduction in homeowners insurance costs to the LMI households in the area
which alone could offset as much as 60% of the $24.90 surcharge ($367-$189=%$178 savings
$178/12 months = $14.83 which is 60% of the $24.90 surcharge).

Also a factor in the need of the project is the growth the area is anticipating in the coming years. The
Kentucky State Data Center states that from 1990 to 1995, the state population increased by
173,000 persons or 5%. During the entire previous decade, Kentucky grew demographically by less
than 1%. Much of the growth has been located in the peripheral counties of the Louisville,
Lexington, and Northern Kentucky metropolitan areas. These suburban areas attracted newcomers

1. The full name and address of the Applicant is Northern

Kentucky Water Service District, c/o Dennis Willaman, P.E., General
Manager, 100 Aqua Drive, P. O. Box 220, Cold Spring, Kentucky
41076.

2. Northern Kentucky Water Sexrvice District, (Northern or
District), is the lawful successor to the former Campbell County
Kentucky Water District (originally established in 1953) and former
Kentucky County Water District No. 1 (originally established in
1226). It has authority and duty to plan, design, extend, finance,
construct, install, operate, upgrade, and maintain a water
treatment system and water distribution system within its service

area approved by the PSC.




7. The subject construction project may be identified as
Project U for convenience, being the same Project U that the PSC
classified in its Order dated June 9, 1998 in Case No. 98-079. It
is in the public interest and for a lawful purpose. Reference is
made to Case No. 98-079 for any essential background.

8. By location and manner of funding Sub-District C is
kindred to Sub-District B which was approved by PSC Order of
December 16, 1994 (and clarified by Order of January 26, 1995) in
Case No. 94-409. The following quote is taken from the general
Order in Case No. 94-409:

» {Kenton} District’s application is filed
pursuant to KRS 278.023 which requires the
Commission to accept agreements between

water districts and the U. S. Department of
Agriculture or the U. S. Department of

Housing and Urban Development and to issue

the necessary orders to implement the terms

of such agreements within 30 days of
satisfactory completion of the minimum filing
requirements. Given that minimum filing
requirements were met in this case on November
23, 1994, KRS 278.023 does not grant the
commission any discretionary authority to
modify or reject any portion of this agreement.”

9. Sub-District C water lines and their possible connections
will fortify water pressure in Sub-District B and increase the
potential for water service and development in southern Kenton
County. In fact, the RUS 1995 Bond Issue of $1,621,000 obtained by
Sub-District B is referenced by USDA in if instant agreement with

Northern for Sub-District €. Rural Utilities Service is an agency

of USDA.




3. Northern operates under the provisions of KRS Chapter 74
which constitutes its Articles of Incorporation. It is subject to
the jurisdiction of the Public Service Commission, under KRS
Chapter 278. Particular reference ié made to KRS 278.023 and 807
KAR 5:069.

4., Northern, in this Application, seeks a deviation as
provided in Section 14 of the Regulations, for any occasion that
may arise where strict compliance with a Rule or a detail is
impracticable or unduly burdensome; or, would cause delay. Please
see Motion included.

5. Its gross plant is approaching $160,000,000. Reference is
made to Northern’s 1998 Annual Report to the Commission on file,
for a full description of the existing plant by accounts, and other
operations data.

6. Northern proposes and seeks approval of plans as exhibited
herein (see Table of Exhibits) to extend potable water service in
an area known as Sub-District C in rural southern Kenton County, at
an estimated cost of $5,200,000 to initially serve about 400
customers. Northern’s management has approved Sub-District C in
all respects.

A USDA 40-year term loan of approximately $2,287,000 (Bond
Issue) will be administered on behalf of the Rural Utilities
Service (RUS) by the State and Area office staff of USDA, Rural
Development. The other sources of funds are reflected in Exhibits

herewith. Rural Development will monthly audit the construction

account records.




10. A Table of Exhibits appears as a preface to the various
Exhibits complying with 807 KAR 5:069.

11. For purposes of fully complying with regulatory data
requirements of this Application, reference is hereby made to all

This letter establishes conditions which must be understood and agreed to by you before further
consideration may be given to the application. The loan will be administered on behalf of the
Rural Utilities Service (RUS) by the State and Area office staff of USDA, Rural Development.
Any changes in project cost, source of funds, scope of services or any other significant changes
in the project or applicant must be reported to and approved by USDA, Rural Development, by
written amendment to this letter. Any changes not approved by Rural Development shall be
cause for discontinuing processing of the application. It should also be understood that Rural -
.Development is under no obligation to provide additional funds to meet an overrun in

construction costs.

This letter is not to be considered as Joan approval or as a representation as to the availability of
funds. The docket may be completed on the basis of a RUS loan not to exceed $2,287,000, a
Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) Community Development Block Grant
(CDBG) of $886,800, a private bond issue in the amount of $1,828,000, a cash contribution from
Kenton County Fiscal Court in the amount of $100,000, and a cash contribution from local fund

raising in the amount of $10,000.

If Rural Development makes the loan, you mey make a written request that the interest rate be
the lower of the rate in effect at the time of loan approval or the time of loan closing. If you do
not request the lower of the two interest rates, the interest rate charged will be the rate in effect at
the time of loan approval. The loan will be considered approved on the date a signed copy of
Form RD 1940-1, "Request for Obligation of Funds," is mailed to you. If you want the lower of
the two rates, your written request should be submitted to Rural Development as soon as
practical.

The "Letter of Intent to Meet Conditions” must be executed within three weeks from the date of
this letter or it becomes invalid unless a time extension is granted by Rural Development.

If the conditions set forth in this letter are not met within 240 days from the date hereof, Rura!
Development reserves the right to discontinue the processing of the application.

In signing Form RD 1942-46, you are agreeing to complete the following as expeditiously as
possible:

1. Number of Users and Their Contribution:

There shall be 59,977 watec users, of which 59,632 are existing users and 345 are new
users contributing $76,000 in connection fees toward the cost of the project. The -
connection fees will be coliected prior to advertising for construction bids and will be

. placed in the construction account at loan pre-closing, unless spent for authorized
purposes prior to loan pre-closing. The Rural Development Manager will review and
authenticate the number of users and amount of connection fees prior to advertising for -

construction bids.
2. Repayment Period:

The loan will be scheduled for repayment over a pericd not to exceed 40 years from the |
date of the bond. Principal payment will not be deferred for a period in excess of two (2)
years from the date of the bond. Payments will be in accordance with applicable KRS -

* which requires interest to be paid semi-annually (February 1st and August 1st) and
principal will be due on or before the first of August. Rural Development may require
the Water District to adopt a supplemental payment agreement providing for monthly
payments of principal and interest so long as the bond is held or insured by RUS.
Monthly payments will be approximate amortized installments.

Rural Development encourages the use of the Preauthorized Debit (PAD) payment

5. Land Rights and Real Property:

The Water District will be required to furnish satisfactory title, eascments, etc., necessary

-of- . Easements and options are to be secured prior

to advertising for construction bids.

6. Organization:

The Water District will be legally organized under applicable KRS which will permit
them to perform this service, borrow and repay money.

7. Business Operatiops:

The Water District will be required to operate the system under a well-established set of
resolutions, rules and regulations. A budget must be established annually and adopted by
the Water District after review by Rural Dcvelopmen:. At no later than loan pre-closing,
the Water District will be rcquxred to furnish a prior approved management plan to
include, as a minimum, provisions for management, maintenance, meter reading, -
miscellaneous services, billing, collecting, bookkeeping, making and delivering required
reports and audits.

8. Ascounts, Records and Audits:

The Water District will be required to maintain adequate records and accounts and submit
annual budgets and year-end reports (annual audits) in accordance with subsection
1780.47 of RUS Instruction 1780 and RUS Staff Instruction 1780-4, a copy of which is

enclosed.

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF CDBG PROJECT (Maps included showing project location): o

The Northern Kentucky Water Service District (formerly the Kenton County Water District #1) has planned for several
years to expand service into the southern portion of Kenton County to serve a potential total of 436 new residential
customers currently without potable water service; 258 or 58% of the new residential customers are low- and moderate-
income households. The NKWSD will extend 20.3 miles of 8" water lines, with all appurtenances, and 75 fire hydrants to
service the 436 new residential customers along six roads/areas: Staffordsburg Road, Spillman Road, Rector Road,
Hempfling road, US 25/ Green Road, and Madison Pike (KY 17) with all appurtenances. Funding for the project is from
the proposed Community Development Block Grant program in conjunction with Rural Development (RD)funds and
local contributions.

In July 19986, the Public Service Commission approved Kenton & Campbell Countles’ water districts to combine as the
Northern Kentucky Water Service District, effective January 1, 1897. The Northern Kentucky Water Service Districtis a
rural water district, governed by the Public Service Commission, coping with rapid population growth within Northern
Kentucky and has constructed its water systems to handle the present and anticipated demands. The proposed project
is located in the southwest portion of Kenton County and is classified as semi-urban. Construction standards and user
fees differing from those of rural areas are applied in order to allow the Water Service District to undertake construction
economically; reducing the need for upgrades on line size, reducing the cost of maintenance and significantly improving
reliability. Presently, there are cast iron water lines in place that have served the district for over 100 years.

The six roads/areas to be served rely on cisterns for their water supply and hauled water costs them about $80 a month
for approximately 4,000 gallons ($40 per load, with an average of 2 loads per month); each load is approximately 2,000
gallons. Within the past year, the rates have increased with only 2 major haulers supplying water to the area.
Groundwater is not used to any significant degree in this area due to the poor characteristics of the area soils in treating
septic discharges. Although people consider cisterns safer than using wells, where septic systems could contaminate
groundwater, information from the Northern Kentucky District Health Department indicates that water samples collected
from cisterns in their setvice area have had a standard contamination rate of 50%.

To provide potable water to these six areas, the project will install 20.3 miles of 8" waterline into Staffordsburg Road,
Spillman Road, Rector Road, Hempfling Road, US 25/Green Road, and Madison Pike with CDBG/RD funds. Additional
Rural Development funds will be used to provide potable water to an over-income area (Martin Road); this is not part of
the CDBG project. The project has been restructured, using the minimum requirements for fire hydrants and the
estimate for the CDBG/RD project using cost estimates based on 8" waterline. The Water Service District will utilize
conventional financing to fund the “upgrade” to 12" or 16" ductile iron piping or C-900 PVC which is more expensive
“front-end” than other systems but reduces future maintenance and improves reliability.

Random water tests were conducted on project area cisterns in July 1996 and July & August
1997, on behalf of the Northern Kentucky Water Service District. The total coliform
membrane filtration tests revealed that 65 of the 86 tests (or 75.6%) were positive for total
coliform which is an indicator that conditions are acceptable for pathogenic organisms to be
present. Pathogenic organisms are “disease causing” which are capable of causing
hepatitis, dysentery, diarrhea, and internal parasites. Of the 86 tests, 74 were tested for
e.Coli and 31 or 42.9% of the 74 tested positive, indicating infiltration of fecal matter into
these cisterns. Only 6 of the total 86 tests taken were determined to be “drinkable” water.
The samples were collected randomly by staff of Will Linder and Associates and the Northern
Kentucky Water Service District and tested at the lab of the Northern Kentucky Water
Service District. The Northern Kentucky Water Service District is one of two State certified
labs in the area; they maintain a State Bacteriological Analysis Certification (#00003).

Household surveys revealed that 42 of 348 (12%) of the households surveyed reported

stomach problems over the past fourteen months, which could be directly linked to the same
type of bacteria found in the cisterns. This number may be low as the majority of households
drink bottled water.

Briefly discuss level of contamination in regard to sewage problems by area (Include source,
type of problem, test results or studies conducted, etc.) for tests shown above:

According to conversations with the Northern Kentucky District Health Department (NKDHD),
groundwater wells are not used by most households for fear of contamination from poorly
operating/failing septic tanks. This is confirmed with only 4 households with wells reported
by the surveys conducted on 348 households. However, improperly sealed, improperly
maintained cisterns, and cisterns that have cracks can allow contaminated groundwater to
flow into the cisterns as evidenced by the 31 positive e.Coli tests of the total 86 water
samples (36%) taken in the past 14 months. The Northern Ky. District Health Dept. has
stated a standard 50% contamination in cistern tests in their service area. There are no
public sewers in this area and families must rely on septic systems; the only way to ensure
safe, clean drinking water is to install public water lines or continue to utilize bottled water.

Description of Need:

The residents in the proposed area rely on cisterns for their water supply. The residents’ cisterns
are most often tied into the home guttering, but must also be filled by water hauled during dry
weather or if the roof surface does not provide enough water to meet their demand. As evidenced
by the household surveys where 96% of the households reported using cisterns, 3% used other
sources such as bottled water, and only 1% used wells, groundwater is not normally used due to the
probability of contamination from septic systems. The area soil is in the Eden and Cynthiana soil
associations, both of which have septic tank absorption fields classified as “severe” with little or no
percolation; it allows it to perc, but does not allow the liquid to leach well. Groundwater in the area
also has poor quality due to the high sulfur content, and there is insufficient quantity to meet
household needs.

Water sampling on cisterns in Kenton County has been for coliform bacteria only. The results of
sampling evidenced by the Northern Kentucky District Health Department during the past several
years has yielded a standard of 50% contamination indicating the presence of coliform bacteria.
In the 86 water samples taken by staff of Will Linder and Associates and the Northern Kentucky
Water Service District over the past 14 months, 75.6% (65 of 86) showed contamination with 36%
(31 of 86) tested positive for e.Coli bacteria. The tests were done by the Northern Kentucky Water
Service District water lab, one of two State certified labs in the Northern Kentucky area; the other
is Cardinal Lab. The tests were total coliform membrane filtration tests; an indicator test that
conditions are right for pathogenic organisms to be present. Pathogenic organisms are disease
causing organisms. With the testing done on the cistern water in the project area, the quality of the
water in the cisterns is certainly doubtful. The e.Coli bacteria show evidence of contamination by

sewage.

Another concern for these families is the quantity; having enough water to drink, cook, bathe, do
laundry, and flushing toilets. Through discussions with the Northern Kentucky Water Service District,
there are only 2 major haulers in the area (hauling 750,000 to 100,000 per day) with 3 others on-a
small scale; only 2 making “emergency” deliveries on the weekends. The cost of a load of water
averages $40 each load and contains an average of 3,000 gallons. Most families required an
average of two loads each month per information from the haulers. In these instances, water bills
are $80 per month for water which, after a short time period, can test positive for coliform bacteria
as evidenced by the water samples listed above.

Inadequate fire protection in the area results in an increased cost for homeowners insurance. The
insurance premium for a $50,000 brick home in the project area would be $367/year; with adequate
water service and installation of fire hydrants, the fire department class would upgrade and the
insurance premium would decrease to approximately $189 (50% reduction). This project would
provide a much needed reduction in homeowners insurance costs to the LMI households in the area
which alone could offset as much as 60% of the $24.90 surcharge ($367-$189=$178 savings
$178/12 months = $14.83 which is 60% of the $24.90 surcharge).

. Also a factor in the need of the project is the growth the area is anticipating in the coming years. The
Kentucky State Data Center states that from 1990 to 1995, the state population increased by
173,000 persons or 5%. During the entire previous decade, Kentucky grew demographically by less

than 1%. Much of the growth has been located in the peripheral counties of the Louisville,
Lexington, and Northern Kentucky metropolitan areas. These suburban areas attracted newcomers

(2) Unless otherwise specifically stated in Exhibit B of this Grant Agreement,
alt Program Income received by the Recipient, after completion of all Recipient Activities shall
be used by the Recipient, for community or economic development activities eligible for
assistance under Title | of the Act as specified in the Commonwealth Eligible Activities Policy
Statement.

3. DISBURSEMENT OF GRANT FUNDS

A. Authorization

(1) Promptly after the Commonwealith has received from the Recipient three
(3) fully executed copies of this Grant Agreement and has approved evidentiary materials
required by Exhibit D of this Grant Agreement that would allow a draw of grant funds pursuant
to the terms of Exhibits B and C of this Grant Agreement, the Commbnwealth shall authorize
' the amount of grant funds specified in Exhibit A of this Grant Agreement.

3
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(2) The Recipient is authorized to draw grant funds only in accordance with
the provisions of this Grant Agreement and the procedures established by the Commonwealth.
No payment by the Commonwealth of an improper or unauthorized draw to the Recipient shall
constitute a waiver of the right of the Commonwealth to challenge the validity of said draw, to
enforce all rights and remedies set forth in the Grant Agreement, or take corrective or remedial
administrative action, which action may include, without limitation, suspension or termination of
the Recipient's funding under this Grant Agreement.

(3) The disposition of any grant funds that remain available following
completion of the Project. termination of this Grant Agreement by the Commonwealth, or
termination of the Project for any cause, shall be in accordance with closeout procedures then
in effect or established by the Commonwealth including provisions of OMB Circular A-133, and
the Recipient shall not have any rights to such grant funds.

B._Incurring Costs for Project Activities

(1) The use of grant funds is conditioned upon the Recipient incurring costs
to be paid in accordance with this Grant Agreement or as otherwise approved by the
‘Commonwealth in writing. Except as permitted by 24 CFR Part 58, no costs to be paid out of
project funds may be incurred by the Recipient until all Environmental Conditions of 24 CFR
Part 58 have been fully satisfied and the Commonwealth has issued the envnronmenta!
clearance required by 24 CFR Part 58.

(2) The authorization to incur costs in subsection (1) above is not an
authorization to reimburse those costs and does not mean or imply that such costs will be -
" reimbursed out of grant funds. The Recipient may voluntarily, at his own risk,-and upon his own
credit and expense, incur costs as authorized in subsection (1) above, but his authority to
reimburse or to be reimbursed out of grant funds shall be governed by the provisions of this
Grant Agreement applicabie to the payment of costs and the release of funds by the
Commonwealth.

(3) Prior to the issuance by the Commonwealth of the environmental
releases required by 24 CFR Part 58, the Recipient may not use any funds, including local
funds, to take any action with respect to the Project where such action might have an adverse
environmental effect, would limit choices among competing alternatives, or might aiter the
environmental premises on which the pending clearance is based in such a fashion that the
validity of the conclusions to be reached would be affected.

C._Authorization by the Commonwealth for the Recipient to Draw Grant Funds

Recipient's draw of grant funds can occur only after the following has occurred:

1) The Commonwealth has issued the environmental clearance required by
24 CFR Part 58,

(2) The Commonwealth has approved, the required evidentiary materials
specified in Exhibit D of the Grant Agreement,
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(3) The Commonwealth has authorized, per the executed Notice of Approval
. of Evidentiary Materials and Release of Funds, the Recipient's ability to draw grant funds,

(4) Recipient shall have submitted all certifications and materials required as
conditions precedent to Recipient's authority to pay costs out of grant funds,

(5) If authorized by Exhibit D herein and if the Commonwealth finds
Recipient has timely and acceptably submitted the evidentiary materials in Exhibit D herein,
approved same, and if no default has occurred, as defined in Section 6-A herein, and

(6) Recipient has not been served by Commonwealth with notice of
Recipient's suspension of authority to so draw the grant funds nor is in breach of its obligation
to report a default.

4. REPRESENTATIONS, WARRANTIES, AND OBLIGATIONS

A._Recipient's Representations and Warranties

The Recipient has, by and through consultations among all appropriate members
of the Recipient's governing body and its officers, examined each of the following and by its
execution of this Grant Agreement the Recipient does, upon information and belief, represent
and warrant to the Commonweaith that:

X (1»  The Recipient is duly organized and validly existing under the laws of the
Q -Commonwealth, and has all the requisite power and authority to enter into this Grant
Agreement and to assume the responsibilities for compliance with all Federal and State laws

and regulations. '

(2) A resolution, motion, order or ordinance has been duly adopted, passed
or enacted as an official act of the Recipient's governing body, authorizing the execution and
delivery of this Grant Agreement by the Recipient and authorizing and directing the person
executing this Grant Agreement to do so for and on behalf of the Recipient, said acts being
done in such manner and form as to comply with all applicable laws to make this Grant
Agreement the valid and legally binding act and agreement of the Recipient.

(3) There is no action, proceeding, or investigation now pending, nor any
basis therefore, known or believed by the Recipient to exist, which (i) questions the validity of
this Grant Agreement, or any action taken or to be taken under it, or (ii) is likely to result in any
material adverse changes in the authorities, properties, assets, liabilities, or conditions (financial
or otherwise) of the Recipient which would materially and substantially impair the Recipient's
ability to perform any of the obligations imposed upon the Recipient by this Grant Agreement.

(4) The representations, statements, and other matters contained in the

Application were true and complete- in all material respects as of the date of filing. The
Recipient is aware of no event which would require any amendment to the Application (other
than an amendment which has been filed with and approved by the Commonwealth) which
would make such representations, statements, and other matters tfue and complete in all
‘ material respects and not misleading in any material respect. The Recipient is aware of no

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event or other fact which should have been, and has not been, reported in the Application as
material information.

'(5) The Recipient has obtained or has reasonable assurances that it will
obtain all Federal, State and local government approvals and reviews required by law to be
obtained by the Recipient for the Project.

(6) Insofar as the capacity of the Recipient to carry out any obligation under
this Grant Agreement is concerned, (i) the Recipient is not in material violation of its Charter, or
any mortgage, indenture, agreement, instrument, judgement, decree, order, statute, rule or
regulation and (ii) the execution and performance of this Grant Agreement will not result in any
such violation.

- (7) Except for approved eligible administrative and personnel costs, none of
the recipient's designees, agents, members, officers, employees, consultants or members of its
governing body in which the program is situated, and no other public official of the recipients of
such locality or localities who exercises or who has exercised any functions or responsibilities
with respect to the project during his or her tenure, or who is in a position to participate in a
decision-making process or gain inside information with regard to the project, has or shall have
any interest, direct or indirect, in any contract or subcontract or the proceeds thereof for work
performed in connection with the project or in any activity, or benefit therefrom, which is part of
this project at anytime during or after such person's tenure unless all procedures for an
exception have been. documented and submitted in writing to the Kentucky Department for
Local Government and the Kentucky Department for Local Government has approved such
exception.

The procedures for requesting, documenting, and submitting a request for an exception from
the Conflict of interest provisions shall include the applicable procedures delineated in 24 CFR
570.489(h)(4); KRS 99.350(8); KRS 61.252(1); and the local community ethics code.

This Conflict of interest provision shall be in addition to the requirements in the "Common Rule."
24 CFR Part 85, A-110, KRS 45A.340 and KRS 61.250 et. seq.

B. Obligation to Complete Recipient Activities as Scheduled

(1) The Recipient shall use its best efforts to assure the completion of the
Recipient Activities described in Exhibit B of the Grant Agreement and further defined in the
Application.

(2) The Recipient agrees that the foregoing undertaking and assurance
means that Recipient shall, to the maximum extent permitted by law, use and apply all of its
governmental and proprietary powers for such completion, including but not limited to those
powers governing taxes, other revenues, credit, eminent domain and appropriations, if
necessary, for the purpose of providing any shortfall between funds available under the grant
and funds necessary to complete all of the Recipient Activities described in Exhibit B of this
Grant Agreement.
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C._Commonwealth Approval of Amendments

The Commonwealth will consider program amendments initiated by the
Recipient or by the Commonwealth. The Commonwealith defines a program amendment as a
request for change in an approved program which (i) is a new activity in the program, (ii)
significantly alters the scope, location, or objective of the approved activities or beneficiaries, -
and/or (iii) results in a change or cumulative changes of the approved budget. Any
amendments will be made in accordance with the procedures set forth in the State of Kentucky
Handbook for KCOBG Grantees established by the Commonwealth.

D. Notification and Action Upon Default

(1) The Recipient shall p'romptly give written notice to the Commonwealth
upon the discovery by the Recipient of any default involving any Participating Party, as defined
in Section 6-A of this Grant Agreement.

(2) Promptly, upon the discovery of any default involving any Participating
Party the Recipient shall vigorously pursue, to the fullest extent possible, all remedies available
to Recipient to remove or cure such default, or to seek redress or relief from its effects,
including reimbursement for any grant funds expended on the Project, and to prevent or
mitigate any adverse effects on the Project. Recipient shall keep the Commonwealth fully
informed as to the status of such actions.

5. INSPECTION AND REVIEW

. A._ Duty té Maintain_and Rights to_Inspect ‘and Copy, Books, Records and
Documents '

(1) The Recipient shall keep and maintain such books, records and other
documents as shall be required under rules and regulations now or hereafter applicable to
grants made under the CDBG Program, and as may be reasonably necessary to reflect and
fully disclose the amount and disposition of the grant funds, the total cost of the activities paid
for in whole or in part with grant funds, and the amount and nature of all investments relative to
such activities which are supplied or to be supplied by other sources.

(2) All such books, records and other documents shall be available at the
office of the Recipient for inspection, copying, audit and examination at all reasonable times by
any duly authorized representative of the Commonwealth, HUD, the General Accounting Office
and the Inspector General of the United States.

procedures and final settlement and conclusion of all issues arising from this grant.
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C. Reports

The Recipient shall promptly furnish to the Commonwealth all reports required to
be filed in accordance with any directives of the Commonwealth or any statute, rule or
regulation of HUD.

6. DEFAULTS AND REMEDIES
A. Defaults

A default shall consist of any use of grant funds for any purpose other than as
authorized in Exhibits B and C of this Grant Agreement; or any breach of any covenant,
agreement, provision, or warranty (i) the Recipient made in the Grant Agreement; (ii) the
‘Recipient made in any agreement entered into between the Recipient and any Participating =~
Party relating to the Project; (iii) any Participating Party made in any agreement specified in
Exhibit D of this Grant Agreement, or; (iv) of the time frame specified in Exhibit B of the Grant
Agreement. :

8._Remedies Upon Default

(1) Upon occurrence of any default as described in Section 6-A, the
Commonwealth may suspend the Recipient's authority to draw grant funds at any time by
notice to the Recipient. If a default is not cured within thirty (30) consecutive days from notice
of such default by the Commonwealth to the Recipient, the Commonwealth may continue such
suspension or by delivery of notice terminate this Grant Agreement. In the event of a
termination, the Recipient's authority to draw.funds shall have terminated at the date of the
notice of termination and the Recipient shall have no right, title or interest in or to any grant
funds remaining.

(2) In addition to any other rights or remedies, if a default consists of the
Recipient's failure to submit the evidentiary materials described in Exhibit D of this Grant
Agreement or in other official written notification, the Commonwealth shall have the right to
terminate this Grant Agreement and the award of grant funds to which this Grant Agreement
relates by delivery of written notice to the Recipient. Upon such termination, all obligations of
the Commonwealth pursuant to this Grant Agreement and such award shall cease and the
Recipient shall neither have nor retain any rights whatsoever with respect to the grant funds
provided under this Grant Agreement.

(3) The rights and remedies of the Commonwealth shall be deemed to be
cumulative and shall be in addition to all those rights afforded the Commonwealth by law or
equity. Any election of any right or remedy shall not be deemed to be an election of that right or
remedy to the exclusion of any other right or remedy.

(4) The rights and remedies available to the Commonwealth in the event of a
suspension or termination of the Grant Agreement shall survive such suspension or termination.
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7. EVIDENTIARY MATERIALS

A._Commitments of Participating Parties

(1) In selecting the Recipient for the award of this grant, the Commonwealth
has relied, in material part, upon the representations of the Recipient and Participating Parties
that the Recipient and the Participating Parties (i) will carry out certain activities connected with
the Project; (ii) will complete those activities; (iii) have, or will have, the financial capability to
assure the carrying out of the activities to the completion; and (iv) will invest, or cause to be
invested, a specific value amount in the Project.

(2) Evidentiary materials submitted by the Recipient as Exhibit D which have
been submitted to and approved by the Commonwealth shall not be amended in any material
respect without prior written approval of the Commonwealth

B. Form of Documentary Evidence

All doéumentary evidence of commitments submitted to the Commonwealth for
approval shall be in the form of either (i) a duplicate original, or.(ii) a photographlc copy of the
fully executed original, of the documents.

8. MISCELLANEOUS
A. Notice

(1)  All amendments, notices, requests, objections, waivers, rejections,
agreements, approvals, disclosures and consents of any kind made pursuant to this Grant
Agreement shall be in writing.

(2) Any such communication shall be deemed effective for all purposes as of
the date such communication is mailed, postage prepaid, by registered or certified mail, return
receipt requested, to be delivered only to the office of the addressee, addressed as follows:

(a) Communications to the Commonwealth shall also be mailed to:

(b) Communications to the Recipient shall be addressed to the.
Recipient, at the address set forth in Exhibit A of this Grant Agreement, or such other address’
or representative as may be furnished by the Recipient to the Commonwealth. '

B. Assignment

No right, benefit, or advantage inuring to the Recipient under this Grant
Agreement and no burden imposed on the Recipient hereunder may be assigned without the
prior written approval of the Commonwealth. An authorization by the Commonwealith for the
transfer of grant funds by Recipient to a Participating Party shall not be deemed an
authorization for an assignment, and such Participating Party shall not succeed to any rights,
benefits or advantages of the Recipient hereunder.

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C. Successors Bounds

This Grant Agreement shall bind, and the rights, benefits and advantages shall
inure to, the Recipient's successors.

D._Remedies Not Impaired

No delay or omission of the Commonwealith in exercising any right or remedy
available under this Grant Agreement shall impair any such right or remedy or constitute a
waiver of any default, or an acquiescence therein.

E. Cumulative Remedies

All ights and remedies of the Commonwealth under this Grant Agreement shall
be cumulative.

F._Severability

If any article, subsection, clause or provision of this Grant Agreement is held by
any court to be unenforceable or prohibited by any law applicable to this Grant Agreement, the
rights and obligations of the parties shall be construed and enforced with that part, term or
provision limited so as to make it enforceable to the greatest extent allowed by law, or, if it is
totally unenforceable, as if this Grant Agreement did not contain that particular part, term or
provision.

G. Entire Agreement

This Grant Agreement constitutes the entire agreement between the
Commonwealth and the Recipient and supersedes all prior oral and written agreements
between the parties hereto with respect to the subject grant. Notwithstanding the provisions of
Section 1-A of this Grant Agreement and anything contained in the Application, the provisions
of this Grant Agreement shall prevail.

H._Table of Contents: Titles and Headings

Any table of contents and the headings of the sections and subsections set forth
herein are not a part of this Grant Agreement and shall not be deemed to affect the meaning or
construction of any of its provisions.

I._Amendment of this Grant Agreement

This Grant Agreement, or any part hereof, may be amended as previously
described in Section 4-C from time to time hereafter only in writing executed by the
Commonwealth and the Recipient.

J. Governing Law

This Grant Agreement as it may affect the rights, “remedies, duties. and
obligations of the Commonwealth shall be governed by and construed in accordance with
Federal and State law. Insofar as Federal law does not apply, the provisions of this Grant

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Agreement shall be governed by and construed in accordance with the laws of the
Commonwealth.

K. Waiver by the Commonwealth

The Commonwealth reserves and shail have the exciusive right to waive, at the
sole discretion of the Commonwealth, and to the extent permitted by law, any requirement or
provision under this Grant Agreement. No act by or on behalf of the Commonwealth shall be,
or be deemed or construed to be. any waiver of any such requirement or provision, uniess the
same be in writing. signed by the Commonwealth, and expressly stated to constitute such
waiver.

L. Effective Date

(1) The Grant Agreement, as prepared by the Commonwealth and submitted
to the Recipient, shall constitute an offer by the Commonwealth to the Recipient to make the
within grant and to enter in this Grant Agreement. The Recipient shall promptly accept and
execute, if at all, the Grant Agreement which shall not be altered without the Commonwealth's
“approval. Upon execution of the Grant Agreement, the Recipient wili return the Grant
Agreement to the Commonwealth for final approval evidenced by the- signature of the
Commissioner of the Department for Local Government and the Secretary of Finance and
Administration Cabinet. The Commonwealth may rescind the offer at any time prior to its
acceptance by the Secretary of Finance and Administration Cabinet, by written- notice to
Recipient, given as specified in Section 8-A of the Grant Agreement.

(2) This Grant Agreement shall be deemed to have been accepted, and shall
become effective, as of the date this Grant Agreement is executed and dated by the Secretary
of Finance and Administration Cabinet of the Commonwealth of Kentucky.

M. Termination of Grant Agreement

This Grant Agreement shall terminate upon the completion of all closeout
procedures respecting this grant including provisions of the Single Audit Act, OMB Circular A-
133 and the fina! settlement and conclusion between Recipient and the Commonwealth of all
issues arising out of this grant. This Grant Agreement may also be terminated by either the
Commonwealth or the Recipient on thirty (30) days written notice, sent certified mail, return
receipt requested. This notice, if tendered by the Commonwealth, may also inciude the notice
to cure provided for in Section 6 B.(1). Upon termination of the agreement pursuant to this
provision, the Recipient shall have no right to grant funds remaining to be disbursed. This
provision shall in no way impair and shall be in addition to any additional remedies the
Commonwealth may have upon a finding of default or other non-compliance according tc the
terms of this grant agreement.

N_ Anti-Speculation Provisions-Sale of Real Property

(1) When, in Exhibit D of this Grant Agreement, a document is required to
contain a provision for the prevention or discouragement of speculation in the purchase_apd
sale of property by a beneficiary of grant funds, then, unless otherwise specified, such provision

‘ shall comply with this Section.
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(2) The document shall prohibit the beneficiary of grant funds from selling or
otherwise disposing of the property within a period specified in Exhibit D of this Grant
Agreement after the date of the purchase, for an amount in excess of the purchase price paid,
plus the actual costs of any improvements to the property by the beneficiary. The prohibition
against sale shall have the same force and effect as a lis pendens, and shall specify that in the
event of any attempted sale in violation of the provision, the Recipient shall be entitled to the
ex-parte issuance of an injunction restraining such sale. The document shall be executed and
authenticated in such manner and form as may be required under State law to authorize its
recordation at the place of recordation of deeds, as if a lis pendens and the document shall be
so recorded.

(3) The document may, in conjunction with the foregoing or in lieu thereof,
describe a procedure whereunder, in the event of any sale of the property within the period
specified in Exhibit D of the Grant Agreement, the amount of grant funds which benefited the
beneficiary shall be repaid by the beneficiary to the Recipient. Such procedure may include a
pro-rata reduction of the amount to be repaid, based upon the time elapsing between the date .
of the initial purchase of the property and its disposition by the beneficiary. The document must
either specify the amount of the grant funds which benefited the beneficiary, or set forth a
formula or agreed method for determining such amount. The document shall be executed and
authenticated in such manner and form as may be required to authorize its recordation, as if a
lis pendens and the document shall be so recorded.
